Eighth graders hit 
bottom in science

Romulus eighth graders 
bombed out in the first state¬ 
wide science proficiency tests, 
it was announced last week, 
but along with other student 
levels did competitively well 
in reading arid writing por¬ 
tions of the tests. 

Eighth graders in Romulus 
scored a 3.3 percent passage 
rate in science, while at the 
same time grabbing a 62.4 per¬ 
centage level for writing. 

Only four school districts 
had lower science rates at the 
eighth grade level, namely: 
Inkster, 3.2 percent; Westwood, 
2 percent, Ecorse, 1.4 percent 
and Highland Park, zero per¬ 
cent.

Man, woman die after 
high speed 2-car chase

Two out-of-town residents 
were fatally injured Saturday 
in a multi- vehicle accident 
caused by a high-speed chase 
on Eureka Road that involved 
at least one Romulus motorist.

But according to the police 
report, the Romulus driver 
was chasing Mr. Burnaine east 
on Eureka, when they both 
came upon a slower driven car 
operated by Norrine Penix, 56, 
of Davis. 

Both drivers sped past the 
Penix car on opposite sides of 
the vehicle and then tried to 
return to the same lane, unfor¬ 
tunately both at the same time. 


The two cars collided and 
the Burnaine car went out of 
control and struck the Penix 
auto, Painter said. Mrs. 
Perkins, a passenger in the 
Penix car, was fatally injured 
as a result of that crash, as was 
Mr. Burnaine. 

The accident occurred on 
Eureka road a half mile west 
of Middlebelt about 1:45 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Traffic was tied up for sev¬ 
eral hours Saturday, observers 
said.

But LaMonica said he and 
Williams had conducted some 
preliminary talks over the 
summer related to her possi¬ 
bly taking such an educational 
leave. 

McPharlin, who currently 
had been serving as adminis¬ 
trative assistant to Superinten- 
dent Dr. William Bedell, 
formerly was principal at Har¬ 
rison and Hale Creek Elemen¬ 
tary Schools. 

Based on his past tenure as 
principal, observers said, a 
different tone of inter-actions 
within the school are sure to 
take place. “Watch and see” 
were the code words of their 
message. 

One effort that will be 
stressed reportedly is a major 
effort to get parents re¬ 
involved with their children’s 
school. That concept ties in 
strongly with the recently in¬ 
stituted educational compact 
started last month at registra¬ 
tion time. 

Bedell said McPharlin also 
will be attending regular 
school board meetings as in 
the past, in addition to serving 
as principal. 

Williams has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Romulus adminis¬ 
tration for three and a half 
years. She began as Middle 
School principal for a year and 
a half and then served for two 
years at Merriman School. 
Prior to that she served in the 
Detroit School system. 

Bedell praised Williams’s 
efforts in hiking the students’ 
Michigan Education Assess¬ 
ment Program (MEAP) test 
scores in recent years. He said 
she also had good rapport with 
most of the students. 

Williams said it was a “hard 
decision” to go back to her doc¬ 
toral studies full time, but 
found it very difficult to do 
those studies piece meal while 
directing Merriman School ac-

Williams said she enjoyed 
the support she received from 
her students and parents and 
found her time in Romulus to 
be rewarding professionally 
and personally. 

The outgoing principal also 
expressed thanks to the school 
board trustees for granting her 
the opportunity to complete 
her doctoral studies. 

Bedell said with Williams’ 
decision to leave her post so

Energetic crusader seeks lights 
for capitol dome during holidays

Although “Hurricane An¬ 
drew” has been a familiar 
sight on the streets of Lansing, 
he just recently breezed into 
Western Wayne County in a 
whirlwind of enthusiasm for 
his plan to light the state cap¬ 
itol dome. 

Andrew Anthos, dubbed 
Hurricane Andrew for his en¬ 
thusiastic campaigning for his 
pet project, has collected some 
25,000 signatures on petitions 
to light the dome. 

Lansing residents recognize 
him as the man with the sign 
saying, “Honk to light the 
dome,” and the local media is¬ 
sues “Anthos sightings.” 

Before explaining his pro¬ 
ject, he related that he is no 
stranger to Western Wayne 
County having lived in Inkster 
from 1942 to 1949 and on Dunn 
Road in Belleville for a period 
of time. 

“Some people think that 
this is an obsession, but it is a 
dream,” Anthos said. “It’s a 
simple idea - non-political, 
non-controversial, and it’s not 
expensive. I want to light the 
state capitol dome in soft 
shades of red, white and blue - 
the colors of the American flag 
- on the eve of special holi¬ 
days.” 

According to Anthos’ plan, 
the dome would display the 
muted lighting on the Fourth 
of July, Memorial Day, Labor 
Day, President’s Day and other 
patriotic holidays. 

“It would be a beacon of 
light to look up to. It would 
honor those who gave their 
lives for their country, those 


who labored, the hand¬ 
icapped, the volunteers, the 
teachers and all Americans,” 
Anthos said. 

His dream began in 1985, 
two years before the state ob¬ 
served its 150th birthday, but 
he did not begin collecting sig¬ 
natures on his petitions and 
campaigning in earnest until 
1987. 

Early in his campaign, he 
drew a poster of the dome dis¬ 
playing colored lights James 
Blanchard, then governor, to 
sign the poster. Blanchard 
complied, giving Anthos the 
impression that he supported 
the idea, but then withdrew 
his support. Later, Gov. John 
Engler said Anthos’ ideas was 
“interesting,” but failed to sup¬ 
port the idea. 

One of Anthos’ supporters 
was the late Ava Gardner 
whom he met in New York and 
visited on several occasions. A 


year before her death, the film 
star added her name to the list 
of dome-lighting supporters. 

Anthos never accepts dona¬ 
tions or contributions al¬ 
though he subsists on a modest 
disability payment. To those 
who attempt to hand money to 
him, Anthos firmly declines 
and suggests that they use a 
small bit of the money to send 
a letter to the governor suppor¬ 
ting the dome- lighting project. 

His goal is to have the dome¬ 
lighting approved before Me¬ 
morial Day in 2000 to launch a 
“new century of hope and 
faith.” 

“Never has there been a 
time when we so needed to in¬ 
still faith, courage and pride in 
people, and this is the way that 
we can do that by honoring all 
people in the great state of 
Michigan,” Anthos said. “I 
won’t give up. If I give up, it 
will let the people down who 
have supported my dream.”

Clinton may visit 
airport in October

President Clinton could re¬ 
turn to Wayne County next 
month, if a groundbreaking 
ceremony for the projected 
midfield terminal at Detroit 
Metro Airport in Romulus can 
be arranged by then. 

That information was pas¬ 
sed on to members of the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce Tuesday by Mic¬ 
hael Conway, airport spokes¬ 
man. Conway spoke on behalf 
of the previously announced 
speaker Metro Airport Direc¬ 
tor Robert Braun, who was 
suddenly sent to Minneapolis, 
headquarters for Northwest 
Airlines, in an effort to speed 
up negotiations for the 
planned terminal. 

“Clinton had expressed in¬ 
terest earlier in coming to 
Metro Airport in October when 
a groundbreaking would be 
conducted,” Conway said. 

The airport spokesman 
praised the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration for promising up to 
$150 million in federal aid for 
such a project earlier this 
year. It is hoped that the mas¬ 
sive terminal would be com¬ 
pleted by the year 2000. 

Conway said the current in¬ 
ternational terminal is begin¬ 
ning to look a little worn 
following 35 months of racord 
breaking traffic there and thus

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Mayor proposes inequitable tax investigation

Spearheading the initiative 
to have the county-wide taxa¬ 
tion structure investigated is 
Westland’s Mayor Robert J % 
Thomas, who addressed the 
Conference of Western Wayne 
community leaders Friday. 

Thomas said the rising 
amount of tax money “shelled 
out" by Western Wayne county 
communities, including West 
land, accounted for more than 
52 percent of the money gener¬ 
ated by a new tax. 

“1 think we need to study all 
the alternatives to this issue,” 
said Thomas.

unfair representation when 
our communities only get a 
fraction of the money raised 
county-wide.” 

Thomas told his fellow Con¬ 
ference of Western Wayne 
(CWW) board members this 
motion to devise a more equi¬ 
table county-wide tax was not 
a charge to the 18 CWW com¬ 
munities to stand up and se¬ 
cede from Wayne County. 

“This is not the suburbs 
versus the city of Detroit and 
this is certainly not a race is¬ 
sue,” said Thomas. “It’s an un¬ 
fair taxation issue. We need to 


Safety first 

Auxiliary presents 

classes for boaters

As the boating season draws 
to a close, operators of sail and 
power crafts can look back on 
an extraordinary period on the 
water. 

“This was one of the best 
boating seasons in a long time 
with good weather on most of 
the weekends,” said Rick 
Wade of Belleville. “Now. that 
the season is almost over, it’s a 
good time for boaters who ha¬ 
ven’t already taken a safety 
course to do so.’’ 

Wade, a boating enthusiast, 
is a member of U.S. Coast 
Guard Auxiliary and serves as 
information officer for his 
Canton-based unit. He was the 
guest speaker at the Septem¬ 
ber meeting of the Huron Val¬ 
ley Conservation Association. 

“There’s a link between 
boating and conservation,” he 
told the group. “One of the 
greatest causes of erosion on 
our lakes and rivers is from 
the wakes of boats which do 
not comply with posted wake 
regulations.” 

Wade said that currently 
there is no license or “driver’s 
test” for boaters. Anyone who 
has the money to buy a boat 
can do so and put it in the wa¬ 
ter without any knowledge of 
boating safety, piloting, equip¬ 
ment or regulations. 

“It’s shocking to think of 
how many people purchase a 
boat and take it out on the wa¬ 
ter -- even the Great Lakes - 
without any knowledge of 
safety rules,” said Wade. “I see 
boats out on the lakes that are 
accidents waiting to happen. 
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If we have enough 
interest in the Belleville 
area, we could also 
schedule a class there.

Some time in the future, I 
think there will be a licensing 
of boaters, just like motorists.” 

One of the main functions of 
the auxiliary is to perform free 
vessel examinations which in¬ 
form boaters if their vessels 
are in compliance with safety 
regulations. 

In addition, each flotilla (lo¬ 
cal unit) must present a boat¬ 
ing safety class annually. 

“Because many of our mem¬ 
bers live in Canton, we hold 
our classes in Plymouth- 
Canton High School each Jan¬ 
uary,” Wade said. “It’s a good 
time for a class, because every¬ 
one is thinking about the boat¬ 
ing season ahead, but we can’t 
get out on the water.” 

The class is free, but partici¬ 
pants must purchase a work¬ 
book for the 13-week class. 

“If we have enough interest 
in the Belleville area, we 
could also schedule a class 
there,” he said. 

Wade said safety is his pri¬ 
mary concern. 

“I take my family out on the 
water, and I’m responsible for 
their safety. The life I save may 
be my own or the life of some¬ 
one in my family,” Wade said. 

Wade noted that Michigan 
has more than 850,000 boaters, 
which is the largest number in 
any of the 48 contiguous states.

In a letter, addressed to 
CWW Executive Director Dan 
Gilmartin, the Westland mayor 
states the parks millage was “a 
perfect example” of the prob 
lem, noting his community’s 
voters turned down the pro¬ 
posal by a two-to-one margin, 
yet it passed county-wide. 

“Westland voters will send 
over $300,000 to the County 
Parks Department with no 
guarantee of any direct benefit 
from that money,” stated 
Thomas. “If the County so de 
sired, it could spend all of the 
money collected in one com¬ 
munity or several. It would be 


totally up to them.’’ 

Some of the possible solu¬ 
tions Thomas proposed in¬ 
cluded: 

• Changing the County Char¬ 
ter to,allow more representa¬ 
tion from the suburban 
communities on the County 
Commission 

• Require a two-thirds vote 
to either place a ballot pro¬ 
posal before voters or to pass a 
county-wide tax proposal 

• CWW communities seced¬ 
ing from Wayne County to form 
a new county or to join another 
existing county 

Mike Duggan, deputy county 
executive, said there was very 
little language in Mayor 


Thomas’ letter he disagreed 
with including the underlying 
problem regarding the un¬ 
equal tax issue. 

“We’re committed to solving 
the issue and getting it on the 
ballot to amend the charter,” 
said Duggan. “It’s unfortunate 
that it’s as much of a political 
problem for us as it is for you.” 

Thomas proposed a round 
table discussion between him¬ 
self, Duggan and several other 
CWW members be formed to 
address the issue. A resolu¬ 
tion, read by Gilmartin, 
charged the executive director 
to research the feasibility of 
solving this inequitable tax is¬ 
sue. Gilmartin said he would

report his findings to the mem¬ 
bership at the October CWW 
meeting. 

The 18 member board unan¬ 
imously approved the resolu¬ 
tion. 



Soil bacteria poisoned ducks

A bacterium occurring nat¬ 
urally in the Rouge River soil 
is responsible for the deaths of 
ducks in Westland and Dear¬ 
born, not the waters of the 
river. 

Tests conducted by the 
Michigan Department of Natu¬ 
ral Resources (DNR), revealed 
that the warm weather and 
low-water conditions stimu- 
lated the bacterium 
(Clostridium botulinum) to re¬ 
lease a toxin in river sedi¬ 
ments. 

Ducks dabbing in the river 


waters for insects and plants 
ingested the toxin from the soil 
and became infected. 

Some 200 mallard deaths 
have been reported by West- 
land animal control officers 
this summer. One hundred 
more dead and injured birds 
have been reported at other 
area sites. 

A similar outbreak of botul¬ 
ism caused the death of dozens 
of ducks in Belleville Lake sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

Outbreaks of botulism in 
birds occur in the state almost 


every year, often in August 
during a period of extended 
heat and little rain. 

Botulism’s symptoms in¬ 
clude paralysis, dropping 
head and wings and lethargy. 

If the ducks do not succumb to 
the disease in four to 12 hours, ' 
they have a chance for sur¬ 
vival. Infected ducks are' 1 
treated with antibiotics, fresh 
water and rest. 

State health officials said 
the botulism does not pose a 
risk to humans. *

Any time you go into a burning 
building, you go in with a part¬ 
ner. Your life is in their hands 
and their life is in yours. You 
have to trust them, and they have 


to trust you. Firefighting is> not 
my life’s work, I am a Doctor^ of 
Chiropractic. I chose to be on the 
fire department for community 
service. Living in and owning my 
business in the City of Belleville 
meant being involved. I am very 
proud of my accomplishments 
since I’ve moved to Belleville. 

If you think firefighters are in 
the business to play with big 
toys, you are very mistaken. 
Every fire run and emergency 
first response run is taken very 
seriously. If the tornado sire goes 
off, I have to put my wife, chil¬ 
dren, and pets in the basement 
and leave to make sure the city is 
protected. 

These aren’t "lil boy whims to 
be like the big boys.” Each piece 
of equipment we use has a spe¬ 
cial need. We aren’t asking for 
things we want, we are asking for 
things we need.

The 
state will not certify the pump 
since it is more than twenty five 
years old. This truck has served 
the city very well, but it is time 
for a new one. The budget to run 
the fire department is probably 
one of the lowest in the state.

For several years, Anthony 
Anthos has fought a one-man 
crusade to have the capitol 
dome lighted for special occa¬ 
sions. 

Although he is bubbling 
with enthusiasm and exuber¬ 
ance about the project, he has 
not been able to infect state 
leaders with the same degree 
of excitement. 

Last week, Anthos swept 
into my office with hurricane 
force to tell me about his 
dream to have muted shades of 
red, white and blue lights on 
the state capitol dome - begin¬ 
ning on Memorial Day 2000. 

It seems to be a worthy pro¬ 
ject - one which not be prohib¬ 
itive in cost - and one which 
would enhance the appear¬ 
ance of the structure as well as 
serve as an appropriate salute 
to various groups of Michigan 
citizens. 

Anthos envisions the dome 
being lighted with muted col¬ 
ors of the flag on the eve of 
holidays, thereby giving extra 
recognition to servicemen on 
the Fourth of July, working 
people on Labor Day, etc.

Coincidentally, the day after 
Anthos visit, I read the story of 
another lighting crusader who 
suffered rebuffs and rejec¬ 
tions for some 16 years before 
her illumination projects 
gained acceptance. 

Motoka Ishii, a Japanese 
lighting designer, crusaded for 
the lighting of buildings in her 
home country for many years 
but was unable to convince 
civic leaders to “light up” var¬ 
ious historic and community 


sites. Ishii recalled that the 
city father of Kyoto “stared at 
us with a look of frightened be¬ 
wilderment” when she submit¬ 
ted a plan to illuminate 82 
different sites in the city, ant 
then rejected the plan. 

She set up her own business 
in 1968, but it was not until 
1986 that her work gained 
widespread acceptance. 

Ishii was commissioned to 
illuminate 12 buildings in 
Yokohama for its Light Up Fes¬ 
tival. More than 800,000 visi¬ 
tors saw the lights during the 
10-day event, and a decision 
was made to make the light-up 
a permanent display. 

Among her notable projects 
are the illumination of Tokyo’s 
Rainbow Bridge and its land¬ 
mark radio tower which fea¬ 
tures 148 floodlights and 696 
lamps, along with many other 
“night time cityscapes.” 

Anthos should take heart 
that, although it took many 
years for Motoka Ishii’s dream 
of lights to come true, it finally 
became a reality -- one that 
hundreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple see and enjoy every day. 

Could the light-up come to 
Michigan? We hope so!

Chairman* student 

Community college trustee wears 2 hats

Ted Scott is acquainted with 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege in more than one way. 

The Westland resident is 
the chairman of the Wayne 
County Community College 
Board of Trustees, and he is 
also a former student. 

“When people ask me about 
the quality of education at 
WCCC, I can tell them that I 
took classes here and my 
daughter, Linda, attended 
WCCC,” said Scott. “I feel com¬ 
fortable recommending the 
college to prospective students 
because of my own experi¬ 
ences.” 

He completed his require¬ 
ment for a bachelor’s degree in 
fire technology at Madonna 
University, after taking many 
classes at WCCC. 

“If you know what your goal 
is, you can take classes at 
WCCC that will transfer to a 
four-year institution, and save 
considerable money during 
the first two years of college,” 
Scott said. 

WCCC offers an “open door” 
policy which allow students 
who have not received a high 
school diploma to enroll. 



“The college offers educa¬ 
tional support to help the stu¬ 
dent get up to speed,” he said. 
“The class sizes are small, the 
instructors are good and I be¬ 
lieve we have a good facility at 
the Western Campus.” 

Scott said that if he had the 
ability to “turn back the 
clock,” he might have selected 
Westland, Inkster, Romulus or 
Garden City as the site for the 
Western Campus a dozen years 
ago. However, there is a growth 
spurt now around the two air¬ 
ports and in the Interstate-94 
and 1-275 corridors, which 
makes the current site an ad¬ 


vantageous one. 

Along with the industrial 
and commercial growth in the 
far western part of the county 
comes the need for training 
and re-training of individuals 
to fill the current job market. 

“We can help businesses to 
train and re-train people with 
new technology,” Scott said. “I 
expect to see the role of the 
Western Campus expanding 
over the coming years. There 
is a lot of growth in the area, 
and the need for educational 
services will expand to meet 
the needs.” 

Scott sees the college at a 
stable level with the board 
agreed on a “countywide” 
focus for the college. 

“We have a stable board. 
Three of the trustees are unop¬ 
posed in their bids for re- 
election this year,” he said. 
“We are all working for the col¬ 
lege as a whole -- not one area 
pitted against another.” 

In November, the college 
will ask the taxpayers to renew 
a 1 mill levy for five years to 
help fund the community col¬ 
lege. 

“Our millage does not ex¬ 


pire this year, but we are ask¬ 
ing for the renewal now so that 
we can plan ahead,” Scott said. 
“It would not be fiscally re¬ 
sponsible to wait until the 
millage expired before asking 
for more millage.” 

In addition, Scott noted that 
the community college always 
places its millage requests on 
a county-wide ballot, rather 
than to hold a costly special 
election. 

“We want to put our request 
before the voters during the 
Presidential Election so that 
there will be a good turnout of 
voters,” he said. “Remember, 
this is not a request for new 
money. It is a request to con¬ 
tinue an existing millage.” 

When asked what he would 
place on his “wish list” for the 
college, Scott named three 
things: 

• To never hear that there 
are things that our computers 
cannot do. 

• That every student who 
comes to the college would be 
treated as the good customers 
that they are. 

• To be on the leading edge 
of re-training people in indus¬ 
try and help to replenish en¬ 
try- and mid-level jobs.

WCCC institutes ‘Principal’s Pick’ 


Michigan’s environmental 
health is improving and the 
outlook for the future is bright, 
according to a report pre¬ 
sented by Department of Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) 
Director, Russell Harding dur¬ 
ing a meeting of the Senate 
Natural Resources and Envi¬ 
ronmental Affairs Committee. 

Harding pointed out three 
major legislative changes 
which have contributed signif¬ 
icantly to the improvement in 
Michigan’s environmental sta¬ 
tus. Those changes included: 
returning fairness to liability 
(holding only the party causing 
the contamination respons¬ 
ible), the adoption of Risk 
Based Corrective Action stan¬ 
dards (prioritizing leaking un¬ 
derground storage tank clean¬ 
ups based upon level of tox¬ 
icity' and rate of exposure), and 
instituting the environmental 
audit privilege (providing in¬ 
centives for businesses to per¬ 


form environmental audits to 
promptly report and correct vi¬ 
olations). 

Due to changes in the lia¬ 
bility laws related to contami¬ 
nated property, Michigan has 
been able to remove 197 sites, 
this year, from the inventory of 
environmental contamination. 
Harding said 20 of 33 munici¬ 
palities surveyed have re¬ 
ported and increase in the 
redevelopment of brownfield 
properties, while another nine 
municipalities experienced 
increased interest as a direct 
result of these changes. In ad¬ 
dition, the state realized a 70 
to 80 percent savings for tax¬ 
payers, totaling $13 million, 
and a 50 percent reduction in 
site reclamation costs. 

Through the use of the Risk- 
Based Corrective Action stan¬ 
dards, the DEQ has a achieved 
closure on 1,122 leaking under¬ 
ground storage tank (LUST) 
sites in 1996. This is double the 


highest number of closures 
achieved in any year between 
1991-1995, and it has been 
achieved without the state’s 
MUSTFA (Michigan Under¬ 
ground Storage Tank Finan¬ 
cial Assurance) program, 
which used to pay for such 
clean-ups. The costs for clean¬ 
up were reduced by 24 per¬ 
cent, an average savings of 
$39,000 per site. 

Harding said the number of 
self audits being conducted 
was unknown, yet they have re¬ 
ceived feedback that common 
violations are being discov¬ 
ered and corrected, such as 
storage of too much solvent on 
site and improper labeling of 
drums. Thus far, the DEQ has 
received two voluntary dis¬ 
closures since the enactment 
of the legislation in March, and 
the department has received 
inquiries from others inter¬ 
ested in voluntary disclosure.

For the first time in recent 
history, Wayne County Commu¬ 
nity College hosted a reception 
and issued financial assis¬ 
tance for incoming students 
under the new program Princi¬ 
pal’s Pick. 

Principal’s Pick allows high 
school principals to select stu¬ 
dents with fair grade point av¬ 
erages to attend the College 
and receive financial assis¬ 
tance. Those who do not qual¬ 


ify for federal or state 
financial aid receive a scholar¬ 
ship from Wayne County Com¬ 
munity College. 

Little Rock Baptist Church 
Pastor, Rev. Jim Holley, along 
with WCCC President Dr. 
Curtis L. Ivery, conceived the 
Principal’s Pick idea earlier 
this year. 

Dr. Ivery said, “There’s a 
vast amount of people in De¬ 
troit who don’t have access to 


education; We have to be ac¬ 
tive and proactive in making 
those opportunities come alive 
for them. Principal’s Pick is 
one way to do it.” 

For this first time, Detroit 
high school principals recom¬ 
mended 213 students who had 
at least a 2.0 grade point aver¬ 
age. Ninety-three, 34 of which 
are male, have accepted the 
award and enrolled at the Col¬ 
lege this fall. 



Dog mauled to death

A Canton resident claims 
Canton police have ignored his 
claims that his dog was mauled 
to death after a fight with a 
neighbor dog. 

“It was the most gruesome 
sight I’ve seen since World War 
II,” said Canton resident 
Bruce Young, a combat vet who 
dodged bullets at Okinawa. 
“My dog Smoky was scalped.” 

Young’s dog is a 13-year-old 
shepherd and husky mix, a 
golden dog who appeared in 
many rock and commercial 
videos produced by Richard 
Young, Bruce’s son. The dog 
was mauled, scalped, and 
blinded Sept 7. 

Unable to save the dog, a 
veterinarian terminated its 
life. 

Though Young blames two 
small Rottweilers for the 
deadly attack, an investigation 
by Canton police exonerated 
the suspect dogs after viewing 
one. 

“I could not see any signs on 
the animal or its collar that it 
was involved in a fight,” wrote 
the officer in the police report 
“(Veterinarian) Zwick said she 
could not say positively that it 
was a dog attack.” 

This absolution infuriated 
Young, who accuses the officer 
of failing to enforce Canton’s 
animal control ordinance, 
which empowers the towns¬ 
hip’s animal control officer to 
confine “vicious dogs.” The or¬ 
dinance defines a vicious dog 
as “any dog that attacks a hu¬ 
man being or any other ani¬ 
mal.” 

Though he has no proof, 
Young suspects the Rott¬ 
weilers, who live on Michigan 
Avenue, next door to Talent 
Live Recording, a studio

owned by Young, his wife 
Elsie, and Richard. He sus¬ 
pects them because several 
people said the dogs escaped 
from their cage and roamed 
Young’s property Friday. 

Joe Prigun, who works at 
the studio, said: “The dogs 
know how to get out of their 
cage. They constantly run free. 
They were here all day Friday. 
Growling, they went after a 
new guy. They came after me, 
but I blocked them by throw¬ 
ing the front gate in their way.” 

Young last saw his dog in 
one piece at 11:10 a.m., Satur¬ 
day morning. Young left Smoky 
outside looking at woodchucks 
while Young ate breakfast. 
During the meal, Elsie saw 
Smoky and the Rottweders on 
opposite sides of the boundary 
fence. 

Young finished breakfast at 
11:20 a.m., went outside and 
heard growling and rustling 
sounds on his property. 

Young buried Smoky in the 
backyard. But he hasn’t for¬ 
given the police for dismissing 
his allegations. 

“They haven’t heard the last 
of this,” he said.

Hey, M-A-C-A-R-E-N-A! 

A craze that has virtually 
swept the nation from their 
seats and into a massive, arm- 
waving, hip-shaking, flamenco- 
style dance that leaves only 
your shyest toe tappers be¬ 
hind. 

New to the United States 
since last fall, the Macarena 
originated years before with a 
chart topper by the Spanish 
two-some Los Del Rio. It’s over¬ 
whelming popularity has since 
followed with a re-mix version 
by the quartet, Bayside Boys, 
who reached number one re¬ 
cently on Billboard’s Hot 100 
Singles Chart. 

The revitalization of the 
song has led to outbreaks at 
weddings, dance bars, the 
Oprah Winfrey Show, the Dem¬ 
ocratic National Convention in 
California and has taken over 
the seventh inning stretch of 
our national pastime, base¬ 
ball. 

With so much commotion 
over a few simple hand move¬ 
ments capped off with three 
hip shimmy’s, one has to 
wonder why this dance has be¬ 
come so popular? 

“For the simple fact that it’s 
so easy to do,” said Susie Roy, 
of Susie’s Dance Pointe in 
Westland. “Even if you don’t 
know how to dance, the Mac¬ 
arena appeals to everyone be¬ 
cause there’s not that much to 
learn.” 

The Westland dance in¬ 
structor says her students find 
the Macarena appealing be¬ 
cause, as with other dances of 
that nature, it’s a lot of fun to 
do with a group or large crowd. 

Brides and grooms across 
the nation are leading the 
movement with request after 
request for the Spanish dance 
surpassing the appeal of the 
Hokey Pokey, Chicken Dance 
and the Hustle. 

“I’d have to say 98 percent of 
the time I get more than one 
request for the Macarena,” 
said Thomas Poole, owner of 
Thomas & Thomas disc jockey 
services of Canton. “I think 
you’ll see a cross-over within 
the next few years where the 
Macarena will be a song some 
brides and grooms ask ‘not’ to 
be played.” 

Poole believes the dance is 
popular because it’s easy to 
learn and, like The Wave, indi¬ 
viduals enjoy crowd participa¬ 
tion opportunities.

Brooks turned in a 20:13 ef¬ 
fort for her bronze medal. She 
trailed invitational winner 
Emily Magner and runner-up 
Megan Osborn across the fin¬ 
ish line. 

Magner, a senior at Ann Ar¬ 
bor Pioneer, covered the five 
kilometers (3.1 mile) course in 
the winning time of 20:05. She 
“nosed out” Brighton’s Megan 
Osborn, who finished in 20:06 
for the gold. 

Brooks didn’t have a sup¬ 
porting cast. The Westlanders 
next finisher, Kelly Fradette, 
turned up 106th with a run of 
25:00. The Rockets also coun¬ 
ted the performances of 
Wendy Coughenour, who was 
108th (25:32) and Kim Law¬ 
rence, who was 117th. 

In the meantime, Glenn 
men’s team finished 11th in the 
22-team, Division-5.

There are many reasons 
why you should put the 1996 
Mitsubishi Eclipse GSX high 
on your shopping list. 

For value conscious con¬ 
sumers like myself, looking for 
a fun-to-drive sporty car, con¬ 
sider the bold styling of a vehi- 
cle with excellent 
performance and handling. 
This car offers new high-tech 
comfort and security features, 
along with customer-pleasing 
exterior and interior enhance¬ 
ments. 

The Eclipse has exhilarat¬ 
ing performance and alluring 
style at an affordable price (ar- 
rroximately $24,000). The 1996 
is the ultimate Eclipse model 
and actually may be the ulti¬ 
mate sports coupe. With its 
210-horsepower turbocharged, 
intercooled, double overhead 
camshaft 16 valve engine that 
revs freely. It also has full-time 
all wheel drive which grips the 
road firmly, even on hair-pin 


turns. The anti-lock braking 
system brings this vehicle to a 
decisive halt. 

New for ‘96, the features on 
the GSX include the Mit¬ 
subishi Homelink System 
which enables the driver to 
control as many as three radio 
frequency devices (such as ga¬ 
rage door opener, home secu¬ 
rity system, and an available 
home lighting system).
